AT CIVIL SERVICE 


Plans Series Of Rallies To 


Spur Ohio Democrats 
By Ths Asserlsted Prsas. 
COLUMBUS, Sept. 14 — State 
Auditor J oseph

planning to hold a series of county 
and district meetings throughout 
Ohio to spur enthusiasm among 
Buckey e Democrats.

“The limited 
supply of legiti­ 
m ate liquor, enormously Increased 
w ar taxes and the alcohol neces­ 
sities for the war effort,” he said, 
"combine to establish conditions 
comparable to the prohibition era 
which may create a gangsters’ par­ 
adise.” 
Will Ask Treasury Ald 
Curtis said the association, with

Gen. Marshall Informs Us What Really Happened 


When American Troops Made North African Drive 


(One of the least understood-— 
and most w idely misrepresented 
— episodes of W orld w ar II is 
the decision m ade early in the 
battle of N orth Africa to deal 
with the late Adm iral Darlan. 
Gen. George O. Marshall, chief- 
oj-staff 
of

arm y, tells the story for the rec­ 
ord in his biennial report. The

saved many American lives in 
the North African Campaign.)

HE problem of bow to avoid 
fighting with the French forces 
In Africa wa* difficult of approach. 
In the first place, and m ost im­ 
portant of all, the hazard to the 
secrecy with which the operation 
m ust be prepared 
and launched 
presented 
an 
extrem ely 
delicate 
balance in the choice of methods 
to be followed. 
Should an approach be made to a 
single Frenchman who proved un­ 
sym pathetic 
to 
our 
purpose 
we 
risked the slaughter of soldiers on 
the beaches of North Africa as well 
as decisive losses in shipping. 
The psychological Impact from 
such a defeat at that particular 
m oment In the war would have 
been little short o f catastrophic In 
IU possible consequences. To a cer­ 
tain degree, how ever, this risk had 
to be accepted. 
Even so. the discussions regard­ 
ing such an expedition had to be 
conducted on a more or less in­ 
definite basis as to tim ing. 
N ot until four days before the

Herbert Hoover 


At 69 He Appears Done Politically, 


But His Utterances On Problems Of 


Peace Seem To Make Sense

ORMER President H erbert H oover !• now 
69 years old. 
This Is supposed to fc-j more age w eight than 
a candidate for President can pack. Otherwise, 
the Republicans would not have to be threshing 
around in the dark looking for what is som e­ 
tim es called a standard bearer. The sage of Palo 
A lto would be their man. 
Mr. H oover’s 
recent 
speech 
at 
M inneapolis 
on the problems of w'orld peace seem s to have 
m ade a more profound im pression on the cus­ 
tom ers than the utterances of any public man 
ainee all the gab about the world after the war 
started. A large number of folks 
think Mr. 
Hoover talked m ighty sound sense. 
H e Is the first man to tell us sm all operators 
som ething practical and tell It In sim ple lan­ 
guage that we can at least halfway understand. 
M ost of us are dopes on this particular problem! 
All the rest of our national m asterm inds have 
been givin g us double-talk and we are pretty 
much befuddled. 
When Mr. Hoover pointed out that after 5,000 
years of war, the Illusion still 
persists that 
peace can be made by signing papers, he put 
his finger en a question that has been puzzling 
a lot of us muggs. 


'T'HIS question Is how any persons living today 
4 
suddenly can discover that they are smart 
enough to do som ething that has baffled man for 
centuries, which is to elim inate war by the sam e 
processes of m eetings and agreem ents that always 
have failed before. 
To do that, they would have to elim inate the 
underlying causes of war, which are human greed 
and human passion. Even us num bskulls do not 
believe that is possible. We do think that war 
can be staved off for long periods as far ae this 
nation is concerned by what Mr. H oover calls 
"(fur strong right arm.” and that by joining this 
strength with other strong arms we may be able 
to keep peace in the whole world indefinitely. 
But we are mixed up as to the exact method and 
so are our master-minds. 
Mr. Hoover thinks there should be a cooling 
off spell for a considerable period after the 
war instead of a huffle-scuffle peace conference 
of a large number of delegates from 40 different 
nations all In vengeful mood but with no one 
fully prepared in advance. He thinks that in any 
event the peace should not be left to the leaders 
of people but to the people them selves.

B probably would be the best man In the 
United States to deal for this country at the 
peace table, though you can have all the IOO 
to I you want lf you think he w ill be there. One 
of the big demerit marks registered against the 
adm inistration In this war is the Ignoring of the 
former president’s wisdom and experience when 
men of wisdom and experience are needed badly. 
Mr. Hoover Is our only living former president. 
H e wa* 54 when he was inaugurated in 1929 and 
got a tough break In the worst depression In 
history. H is enem ies made the m ost of it against 
him, yet it was a world depression and no human 
being could have prevented it. A serious drouth 
and the banking crisis added to the disasters of 
his adm inistration. He was criticized greatly for 
ordering troops to evict the bonus army of vet­ 
erans of the First World war from W ashington. 
The old soldiers always have remembered that 
Incident in his disfavor, though President Roose­ 
velt's sub«equent vetoes of bonus bills and reduo 
Bons of pensions seem to have been forgotten. Mr. 
Hoover, an able, earnest, honest and sincere 
man, waB Ill-starred, politically, throughout his 
adm inistration. 
H e wa* what you m ight call In a definitely 
receptive 
mood 
at the 
Republican 
convention 
that nominated Alfred M. Landon and hi* name 
was mentioned occasionally in the m eeting that 
put up W endell W inkle. Now. though his mind 
remains the best In the Republican party, he Is 
probably all through politically because he is 69, 
the same age as the man who Is calling the 
A llies’ signals in this war, W inston Churchill.
